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DETAILED ACTION 



This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because on page 52, lines 2, 5, 8, 
10, 11, 13, 14, 16, 19, and 22 "means" should be avoided in the abstract. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

field for transferring the developer from the charging means onto the image bearing 
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member after the predetermined region of the image bearing member passes through a 
contact portion between the charging means and the image bearing means. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ito et al., Hirabayashi et al., Yoshikawa et al., Hashimoto et al.. 
and Hoshi et al. disclose art in applying a toner returning electric field.
